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Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 and 13-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 , 13, 21 and 22 the newly amended limitation that the connecting 
screw is "transversely received by the bore" is confusing as it is unclear as to what the 
connecting screw transverses. The language seems to suggest that the connecting 
screw is transverse to the bore. The examiner encourages applicant to clarify the claim 
language. 

Rejections based on Prior Art 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9, 13-20, 22, 23, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Matsuzaki et al (US 5,534,031). 
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Matsuzaki et al disclose a vertebral screw 5 (note particularly Figure 3) 
comprised of a hollow shaft having a threaded portion 503 configured to engage a a 
vertebral body 3 and an engaging portion 507 comprised of a bore formed in the lateral 
surface of the shaft and extending only partially through the shaft (i.e. only through the 
shaft threads). Matsuzaki et al further disclose a connecting screw 9 which traverses 
the bore 507 and is engaged with the vertebral screw within vertebral body 3. In regard 
to claims 2-6 and 9, the Matsuzaki et al assembly is capable of such use. In regard to 
claims 7 and 8, note connecting member 7 (figures 6 and 7). In regard to claim 13, the 
vertebral screw 5 of Matsuzaki et al meets the vague implied limitations of the "pedical 
screw." In regard to claim 22, it is implicit in the Matsuzaki et al that a screw driver is 
provided to screw connecting screws 9 into place. In regard to claims 27 and 28, the 
connecting screw 9/bore 507 arrangement provides for locking and keyed mating. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Matsuzaki et al (US 5,534,031 ). 

In regard to claim 21 , providing a boring tool for forming the bore in the bone in 
which the vertebral screw 5 is inserted would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
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in the art as a matter of routine practice. In regard to claims 22-26, providing 
conventional screw drivers and orthopedic tools for inserting the Matsuzaki et al 
arrangement in patient vertebra would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art desiring to practice the Matsuzaki et al invention.

Claims 10-12 are allowed.
